SPAIN AND CUBA. 


Fhe London Times Justifies the 
Cuban Revolutionists, 


The aubdject which most occupies the 
minds of Spaniarde at the pregent mo- 
ment, and which will try to the utmost 
the judgment and the vigor of the Exe- 
cutive, is the state of Cuba. The history 
of the Spanish colonies in America is one 
of the saddest. The loss of the most 
noble dependencies in the world proved 
no lesson to the crown and Government 
of Spain. If England mismanaged af- 
fairs in the colonies which are now the 
United States, she was careful not to 
repeat the blunder. Our colonial office 
may have kept Canada and Australia 
and the cape io leading-strings rather too 
long, but in no dispute with them was it 
possible for the settlers to urge that they 
were plundered by the mother country 
and its officials. At present, every cause 
of dissatisfaction has been removed by 
the concession of practical independence. 
and the consequence is an effusive loyal- 
ty toward the Crown and the United 
Kingdom which sometimes makes Eng- 
lishmen smile. Very different has been 
the course of Spanish administration. 
Successive generations of officials have 
notoriously fattened on Cuba. Every 
place of honor and large emolument 
have been conferred on native Spaniards, 
and the very grievances which alienated 
Mexico and Peru have been renewed 
with still greater enormity in Spain’s 
only remaining great colony. It is said 
now that the jinsyrrection is extending, 
that the great majority of the younger 
men of the island are eager for icde- 
ence, and that if Cuba is to be re- 
tained an army of 40,000 men must be 
dispatched to maintgin the Governor’s 
authority. If it be not too late, we 
would gladly seea policy of justice to- 
ward the colony tried, in preference to a 
war costly tothe mother country end 
ruinous to the dependency. Let it be re- 
membered, too, that the Spanish Crete 
will not want its sympathizers, and per- 
haps its volunteers. The judgment of

The African versus the Anglo 
Saxon. 


A Negra Sues for and Recovers 
$10,000, 


From the New Or’eans Times. | 

The progress of negrophilism is on- 
ward. ven its recent achievement in 
effecting a change of ithe Federal Con- 
stitution, so as to insure the domination 
of the favored African race in some half 
a dozen of the States of the Union, has 
not satisfied its ambition. Equal politi- 
cal and civil rights are regarded now as 
a small concession. The great demand 
is for the equal social rights of the Afri- 
can with the Caucasian or white race. 
The law must be invoked to compel the 
practical recognition of this new princi- 
ple of our Radical reformers. White 
people are to be required by severe penal 
statutes to surreader their unseasonable 
prejudices and accept the sooty son of 
Africa as their social equal. In all pub- 
lic places and on vehicies of travel, the 
law recently enacted in this State re- 
quires that the blackest Congo shall bea 
recognized as the fit aud equal asecciate 
of the white map, and imposes a serious 
penalty upon the party who does not 
consent to this forced equalization of the 
races. Of course this doctrine leads in- 
evitably to a result which, though bith- 
erto indignantly disclaimed by the 
champions and pioneers in the crusade 
agaiost the distinctions of race and color, 
begins now to be viewed with favor and 
approval, and will, we doubt not, soon 
be the favorite theme for the elcquence 
and agitation of the Radical orators. 
This is the intermarriage of the 
two races, its legalization, encourage- 
went, and the beneficial influence which 
such intermix\ure promises to produce 
upon the future generations of the coun- 
try. What were some months ago re. 
garded as the crezy utterances of a few 
famale maniacs, in favor of the happy 
effect from the biénding of the thih 
blood of the Northern with the rich,thick 
and warm blood of the tropical race, be- 
gin now to be received as the cardinal 
ideas and doctrines of the extreme Kadi- 
cals.

This he sets forth in 
legal phrase by averring that he is a 
man of pure white blood, and that the 
plaintiff isa woman haviog a ‘‘ distinct 
and visible edmixture of African blood.”’ 
He relies upon the statute of January 21, 
1861, which enacts that ‘ hereafter it 
shali be unlawful for any person cf pure 
white blood to intermarry with or have 
illicit carnal intercourse with any negro, 
or person having a distinct apd visible 
admixture of African biood.” 

To this plea the plaintiff’s counsel de- 
murs that the statute of 1851 was super- 
ceded by the fourteenth amendment of 
the Constitution. of the United States ; 
or, if not by that, certainly by the civil 
rights act of Congresz. Ja other words, 
that the fourteenth amendment of the 
Constitution, or the civil rights bill, has 
placed a colored woman on the same 
footing with 8 white woman, in regard 
to actions for breach of promise cf mar- 
r1age. 
his demurrer appears to have been 
more than sustained by the Lebanon 
jury, who, after hearing the evidence, 
which was far less conclusive or s3'isfac- 
tory than in a thousand other cases of 
white women bringing similar syits, ac- 
tually found a verdict in favor of the 
olive-complexioned Mary for $10,000. 
The tesuimo"y. which is reported in fuil, 
exhibits a very small amouny 0. uam- 
aye done to the yirtyous Mery by either 
the too great urgency uf defendant's love, 
or his delinquency in fulfilling its vows. 
He is described as of very uDprepossess 
ipg appearance, as beiow the metium 
height, and having an appearance of 
premature decrepitude, whiist the plain- 


tiff is described ‘‘ as a young woman of 


mych persona] beauty, a brunette with 
dark-brown eyer,”’ Beyond a frequent 
indu'gence in osculatory delights, the 
unfortunate and decrepid son of Kscuta- 
ius seems to have obtained no special 
enefits, nor to have geined any such 
deep lodgement in the regards of the 
handsome brunette as would justify a 
very large claim for injuries done. 

Indeed, in an ordinary action of tro- 
ver, the plaintiff’s coucsel would have 
been seriously embarra<sed to prove the 
value of the chattel claimed, or at least 
to have established a quantium valebal 
in the said very imperiect specimen of 
a candidate for connubiail responsibility. 
Had the plaintiff been a blende instead 
of a brunotte, poor Biddy from the 
wash-tub, or any other luckiess woman 
of a pure and unadulterated Caucasian 
stock, Dr. Bradshaw would have had 
an easy time of it. Almost any smart 
lawyer wouid have ingyred him a verdict 
for not more than nominal damages. 
But being of the race of Congo or Da- 
homey, with probably the blood of the 
Queen of Sheba mingling with the thin- 
ner infusion of the inferior Saxon or 
-Celtic stock, coursing through her veins, 
the Lebanonites felt bound to grant her 
high exemplary damages; thereby, too, 
vindicating their loyalty and their re- 
cognition of the fuli force and effect of 
the 14th amend :nent of the Constitution 
god the Civii Rights Bil!. The conclusion 
of the report of this case shows the cor- 
dial approval of this verdict by the en- 
lightened citizans of Warren county, 
Qaio, and commend them to the réspect 
and admiratiog of the world ;

In 1862 he was elected a 
Representative from Massachusetts to 
the Thirty-eighth Congress, serving on 
the Committee.on the Judiciary, Recon 
struction, on a Bureau of Edlueation and 
Free Schools in the District of Columbia;

alists’ Convention of 1860, and re-elected 
to the Fortieth Congress, and also to the 
Forty-first Congress.

WASHINGTON, March 10, 1869. 
REPUBLICAN SENATORIAL CAUCUS. 
After the Senate adjourned to-dey, the 

Republican Senators met in caucus for 
the purpose cf determinirg upon a course 
of business for the presentsession. Sen- 
ator Apthopy was selected to preside. 
Senator Fowler appeared in the meeting, 
but tcok no active part. The first busi- 
ness done was the eclcction of Senator 
Anthony for the position of President 
protem. of the Senate. He was chosen 
by acclamation, and made a brief speech 
in return for the unexpected but deserved 
compliment. Ssnator Warner, of Als- 
bama, brought upthe case of the present 
status of the State of Georgia, and made 
anureent appeal for the settlement of 
the case. Feaator Carpenter followed Mr, 
Warner, and took the same course, Af- 
ter debate it was decided to settle the po- 
sition Georgia holds in the Union before 
therecess.

CIRCUIT COURT, 


Report of the Granda Jury te his 
Honer Judge Reeves, 


The Affairs of the County. 


MEMPHIs, February 23, 1869. 
To His Honor George W. Reeves, Judge of the 
Circuit Court for the County of Shelby and 
htate of Tennessee: 

We, the Grand Jurors for the January 
term, 1869, beg leave to make the follow- 
ing report, in obedience to the charge, 
having for this purpose devoted to gen- 
eral inquiries as much of our time as 
other official duties would permit: 

COUNTY POOR HOUSE. 


On the 10th day of the present month 
the Grand Jurore visited the county 
poor-house, otherwise cailed the county 
hospital, which is situated in the soutb- 
‘ern evburbs of the city, on a command- 
ing elevation some half a mile from the 
river. Wefcund the main building, a 
large two-story brick structure, with 
other cheap frame buildings, econo- 
mically constructed ; andthe whole, in- 
eludiag several acres of ground, enclosed 


| 


There were about sixty inmates—the 
recipients of charity-;pretty equally di- 
vided in fourteen or fifteen rooms 
or wards, nearly half of whom were 
white, and most of these were females 
Some four or five were laboring under a 
mild form of small-pox. A large 
portion were efilicted with rheumatism. 
Two were insane, Henry Balkins and 
Mrs. Dalton. One or two were blind, 
while others appeared to be the emacia- 
ted objects of poverty only. 

Oninspection of the various wards, 
both within and withoutthe main build- 
ing,we found many badly ventilated and 
the bedding often filthy, scant and desti- 
fute of pillows; more particularly was 
this the casein the wards, the inmates 
of which were colored, many of whom 
bitterly complained for sufficient cover- 
ing from the cold, and for fire. 

We found the premises 
under the superintendency of the doc- 
tor and the steward, both pleasant and 
courteous yeurg gentlemen, who keep 
the books in a Lu3inesa like manner. Be- 
sides these the only other employees, 
not were @ mgn cook and 
a eolored maid-of-all-work. The store- 
room appeared well stocked with whole- 
some breadstuffs for immediate use, and 
the fresh beef in the kitehep was of a 
good, fat quality, forty pounds of which 
were received perday at twelve cents 
per pouod, as we were infofmed by the 
cook, 

Upon the whole, we did not see such a 
variety of those delicacies essential to 
the convalescence of the sick, nor was 
there a sufficiency of fires in the wards 
for comfort. 

By a cuftsory estimation the present 
expenses of the estéblishment do not, 
perhaps, exceed six or seyen hundred 
dollars per month including the rental of 
ihe premises. This inefgnificent sum 
might readily be enhanced a moiety for 
bumanity and decency’s sake, in cover- 
ing tae nsked with substantial clean 
clothing, and preyejting the sick from 
lingering Ip disesse for Want of gyitable 
nourishment aud attention. 

Ty) maintain discipline aod order ia 
such a place, no doubt a punishment 
commer surate with the civilization of 
the age is requisite, and shoyig be en- 
forced without however resorting to the 
knock down and drag out style of the 
servile savage. 

We would, therefore, resommeng to 
the controlling authority, the enforce- 
meut of greater cleanliness, a better 
supply of diet for the gick; clothing 
also shovpid furnished a few 
of tbe most ragged, while a 
more liberal use of disinfestautgin the 
wards badly ventilated isan essential 
sanitary necessity. Further, the eupply 
of water should be ample for thorough 
ab!utiona, the capacity of the cistern be- 
ing now constructed is regarded inade- 
qyuate for the demgnd. 

The iosane we wou!d recommend to be 
eent to a suitablg asylum; and one or 
two others, Who are in the daily habit of 
visiting low densin the city, to be dis- 
charged, 

COUNTY JAJL. 

We visit@ this institution on the 
lith inet., and found it to be a large, 
handsome brick strugture, of the Gothic 
style of architecture, in the eenter of 
which is an isolated, parallellogramic 
iron tower, four or five tiers bigh, in 
which are some two hundred prisoners’ 
cells, all built on the most approved style 
for comfort and safety. Beneath this 
aud on each side ef the ground floor are 
du gaon cells under ground, dark and 
dis:ial places, and by the aid of 


the rogues laptoyn, we saw large 
drops of dew pangs all over 
the inner wails, hich méade 
(howe abodes appear a3 though the 
w 


the crystaline small togetbe 
the peculiar interlocking of the numer- 
ous gyegt fron doors, as placed ajar, one 


that the stench at the time we were 
there (a raw day ip Felruary) was al- 
most insupportable. We saw one of these 
liiled with coffins, un- 
covered, and were informed by our col- 


ound for days, waiting to have a suf- 
clent pumber for an interment. As a 

sanitary measure of the neighborhood, 
we would recommend the abatement at 
once. 

Who would stand unmoved by the 
grave of their nearest friend or reiative 
and see a flower or even a leaf of ivy 
near snatched off by the wanton hand o! 
desecration, much less the articles of ma- 
terial value, the mementoes of affection 
for the dead? But what shall we say of 
the speculative turn of mind which 
causes to be placed conspicuously in view 
to caich the eyeof the pilgrim the word:: 
No credit here; or Shrubbery and 
fruit trees for sale here-warranted to 
grew ?” or that dumps the carcasses of 
their poor in a sinkhole to turn a penny, 
and then aek exemption from taxation ? 
We can only present these facts to our 
enlightened community and your Honor, 
and let the responsibility rest on whom 
it kelongs. 

ROADS. 

The Grand Jury have made extensive 
inquiry concerning the condition of the 
roads and pikes of the county, aud of the 
neglect of overseers. Many instances 
have come to our knowledge of the cul- 
pable neglect in keeping the bigh roads 
properly graded, with suitable culverts, 
bridges, and causeways as the law de- 
mands for safety ; for the further neglect 
in placing proper mile posts by the way, 
and signboards atthe forks as well as 
warning boards at the railroad crossings. 

The chartered roads or turnpikes are 
especially complained of as being in 
wretched condition, often endangering 
the traveler. The plank road to Big 
Creek, the Heroando and Horn Lake 
roads across Nonconnah bottoms, are 
particularly referred to. The latter, that 
is the Horn Lak. road, we are informed, 


rators, still they are. entitled, by 
the terms of their charter, two years 
for its completion. The citizens are, 
therefore, loth to put it in proper 
condition, leat the company should then 
step inand charge toll; we would for 
this reason recommend the revocation 
of their charter at once by the compe- 
tent authority, on this Horn Lake road. 


COUNTY PROPERTY. 


The new jailis the only property in 
the city owned by the county. The 
places occupied by coyuty officials and 
the Courts are uoder a lease for the term 
of six years, st an aggregate annual 
rental of $10,500. Weregard, therefore, 
any immediate outlay to build or pur- 
chase a courthouse for the county as un- 
wise, at lees! until the leases are about 
to expire.

MORALS OF THE COUNTY. 


From strict inguiry, on sworn testi- 
movy of the leading citizans of the vari 
rous Qistricts, we isarn that law and 
order prevail. \Ve are assured that nota 
hundredib part of the reported violations 
of law has occurred. S colored 
Ble, it ia admitted, have been at times 

riven off from the farms, and some, 
perhaps, maltreated, otherwise the re- 
port of the county ‘Sguires tends to 
show @& remarkabiy healthy state of 
gociety, aud law abiding people. 

COUNTY FINANCES, 

We wotld most respsctfaliy submit 
that we have codeavored assiduousiy to 
inform ourseives on this important branch 
of the county’s interest. ’Tis 
we have iearoed of a probable defalcation 
of over handed thousand dollars, and 
that the expenses for 1868 are abouta 
buadred thoyjsand more than 1867, for 
jurera, salaries, jail, poor-house, rental, 
e'c, Tig true we see the bills of the un- 
dertakers, for burying the poor, have 
bes2 approved to the amicunt of fifteen 
thousand dollars, for ten moaths of 1868 
Yet the acquisition of detail the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the county, 
appears to involve such a labyrinthine 
complication that it would take too much 
of our time for its ageamplishment, there- 
fore 'we moét carnesgily recommend your 
honor te eppalat, withoyt delay, compe- 
tent experts, wilh planary powers, to 
thoroughly examine the books and papers 
of the various county officials, and report

THE ELMWOOD, 

as this great city of the dead is called, 
on the southeastern borders of the cor- 
poration, is a very large enclosure, owned 
by aetock company, wbo seil and rent 
out the lote.

or two occasions, although the premises 
are well guarded, brogen in and robbed 
graves of their ornaments. |

OF THE EARLE CASE. 

Yesterday Hon. Harry 8S. LEE, 
Judge of the Law Court of Memphis, de- 
livered his opinion in the ease of Major 
EaRL&, who had sued out before him a 
writ of habeas corpus, seeking release 
from an arrest made by the Metropoii- 
tan Police under «a ‘warrant from the 
Governor of Tennessee, on the req 
tion of Gov. CLAYTON, of Arkansas. 
The opinion is marked by much ability, 
and im a great measure sustained the 
points made by the counsel for the priso- 
ner, resulting in his discharge.

The rush at the White House to-day 
Was as great as ever, including a large 
number of prominent individuale. 

Secretary Boutwell was the recipient 
of a large levee at his office. A great 
manv Senators and Representatives 
called on him, and the office-seekers 
were present in swarms. 

Two delegations visited the President 
this morning. representing the 
soldiers and scilor of the war of 1812, 
headed by Gen. Skinner. They simply 
paid their respects, and the interview 
lasted only about five minutes, Follow- 
ing them came a delegation from Dela- 
ware, whose visit had reference to the 
distribution of public patronage in that 
State. Tae President reminded these 
gentlemen of the rule that applications 
for office must be forwarded to the heads 
of the Departments to which they per- 
tain. 

The applications for office to the Treas- 
ury and Postoffice Dapartments are over- 
whelming. 

B. Butler to-day introduced to Secre- 
tary Boutwell a negro from New Or- 
leans, named Janbert, and recommended 
him for appointment of Assessor of Lnu- 
ternal Revenue for that city. Janbert 
sald he did not desire the office from pe- 
cuniary considerations, but merely to 
test the disposition of the party in power 
as to his race.

GEORGIA. 


ATLANTA, March 13.—A_ resolution 
was introduced in the Senate to-day to 
reconsider the vote on the Fifteenth 
Amendment, which was sustained by 
19 y‘asto15 nays. Its adoption or re- 
jection was made the especial order for 
Tussday next. No action was taken on 
the reconsideration in the House, but it 
is asserted that the amendment will 
pass both houses next week by the votes 
of the conservative Republicans and 
Democrats. The Republicans who op- 
pose tearing down the State Govern- 
ment, but believe that Congress has the 
right, under the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, to unseat all who are holding of- 


ted for the Fifteenth Amendment, with 
the determination touphold Grant and 
Congress. Twenty-five Republicans 
voted for it and 4 against it; 
42 Democrats voted for it and 
56 against. Twenty-four Republi- 
cans absented themselves and did not 
vote, but 17 of the 24 absentees voted for 
the reconsideration. On a subsequent 
motion to suspend the rales and take ap 
the 15th amendment, the House refused 
by 63 to 48; 111 votes were cast ont of 
175 members in that body. 

In the Senate to-day, in the discussion, 
the Conservative members declared that 
the extremists of both parties were bent 
on the same end—rule or ruin—and ap-
